Po wer Fro m Waste. 


T h e trip beg an in t h e boiler room 
in t h e basem ent in th e east end of 
the big factory building and 
th e 
most intere sting item in this room 
was th e one boiler th a t was fed with 
the sa w dust and s h a v i ng s from all 
over t h e plant, delivered into 
th e 
firebox th roug h 
a big 
p neum atic 
tube, which when it reached the up ­ 
stairs, was sub-divided 
into m a ny 
s m a ll e r tubes, the e nds of which a re 
located in the different planing , s a w ­ 
ing , 
carving , shaping 
and s a nding 
m achines. 
Rig fa ns in 
these tube s 
cause a suction and th e 
dirt and 
chips a nd shaving s from all over th e 
fac tory are blown into the furnace 
and consum ed as they a re made and 
no coal is used in th i s boiler at all. 


Manufacturing Pro cess. 


T h e g e ntl emen w ere shown how 
the r oug h boards w e re put th roug h 
Hie pla ne rs and dressed, sawed up, 
put th r oug h a m a c h i ne for m a ki ng 
ridg es on one edg e, 
g rooves on th e 
other, t h us m aking a perfect joint 
v.lien th e edg es of the boards a re 
g lued a nd pressed tog e t h e r 
The y 
a re next sawed out into the sh a pe 
desired and put t h r oug h a sa ndi ng 
machine. They then g o to the "M an- 
killer,” a machine used for sh a p i ng 
the e dg es of the ta ble and c utt ing 
off th e table rims, and one noted for 
its list of men killed or hands and 
fing ers torn off. It is a very da ng e r ­ 
ous m a c h i ne and none but experienc­ 
ed op e ra t ors with 
ple nty of nerve 
a re all owed to a tte m p t to run it. 


Carv ing and Scro ll Wo rk. 


After a g lance into the shipping 
room out of which g oes a car load of 
f ur ni t ur e a day , a nd a loo! 
at the 
c om pressed air pump, th e p a 'ty went 
to t h e second floor and saw veneer 
ap plied to the tables, saw how th e 
round pedestals a re m a de and how 
the fancy scroll work is turned out. 
This ca rv ing is all done by nand by 
an e xpert and is most intere st ing to 


watch.
